IT COMES SUDDENLY TO ONE 


ALONE IN HER HOME. 


Six of the Dead of the Past Week 


Were More Than 


Four Score. 


Elizabeth A. Wisler died ou last 


Thursday at her home in Butler town- 
ship on the road leading from Huut- 
erstowu to Mummasburg. She lived 
alone iu a small house ou her farm 
and Hlons-side of her home was an* 
other house in which dwelt a sister 
who had been found of unsound mind 
several years ago and given to the care 
of the deceased sister. The deceased 
familiarly known as Betzy Wisler, had 
reached the age of four score but was 
wonderfully active for her age and did 
all kinds of work on her place. She 
was sick but a short time. On Wednes- 
day she sent for Dr. Hildebrand of 
Biglerville who prescribed for her 
throat and heart. He asked whether 
he should not return next day but de- 
cedent told him she would send for 
him if she needed him. Thursday 
morning she cleaned away the snow 
in front of her door. Neighbors notic- 
ing the absence of the usual signs of 
existence about the place later in day 
investigated 
and found 
Elizabeth 


Wisler dead in her home. The de- 
ceased was known for her eccentrici- 
ties but underneath a little understood 
exterior burned a warm heart. Last 
winter when the late Iheodore Hawk- 
ins of this place made his first appeal 
in our columns for help, the first 
money to be received was $2 from 
Elizabeth Wisler, saying she had 
known what it was to be sick, all alon«- 
and in need of human help, and that 
her sympathies went out to one simi- 
larly situated. She asked that no 
mention be made of her name, which 
request was complied with until now 
in justness to her memory it is given. 
The editor received a number of com- 
munications from her in the last three 
years, and nearly all with reference to 
«ome suffering she had noted in paper 
and wished it was in her power to re- 
lieve.

The First National Bank base ofli- 
ially decided on rebuilding a large 
iioderu business building on the cor- 
er of Diamond ami ChambersbuiK 
treet. This step lias been under eou- 
emplation for a year or more as was 
noted in our paper. The present build- 
ng has been inadequate for the pur- 
poses of the bank and was not so ar- 
anged as to give them renting space 
g a building better planned would 
have. 


The present building is a very old 


one and by additions and remodeling 
assumed its present shape. The Firat 
National Bank has occupied the build* 
ng since the bank was started, first in 


room facing the square with door 


flanked on either side by the lions now 
n front of the G. A. R. Post. Then 
when the building was remodeled into 
ireseut three-story structure the bank 
noved into the corner room, which bad 
been occupied by John M. Minuigh, 
the last tenant as a store room. 


The plans for the new building have 


not been completed. Plans and drafts 
lave been submitted by Architect 
Leber of York to the bank officials aud 
they are being changed to comply with 
the wishes of the officials. 


As far as has been determined the 


building now ou corner, fronting 60 
feet ou Chambersburg street will be 
completely torn down. In its place 
will be a building of the same frontage 
but runn.ng back perhaps ninety feet 
and perhaps to the full depth of lot. 
A room forty, feet square will be re- 
served for the bank on the corner. 
There will be left on Chambereburg 
street an eighteen foot store room and 
on the Square near the Blocher jewelry 
store will be the entrance of a large 
store room running to the end of the 
building. The second floor will be laid 
out in offices and the third floor will 
be lilted up f«r the use of Gettys Lodge 
Independent Order of Odd Fellows.

charity that is more worthy of the 
state's beneficence. 


Public Schools. 


There is apparently a general desire 


to deal more generously with our pub- 
lic schools, and at the same time to 
lessen local school taxes. 
With our 


matchless progress in material wealth 
our state revenues must rapidly in- 
crease, aud we can safely advocate the 
policy of making much larger appro- 
priations to our educational system, 
thereby practically relieving the farms 
and homes of the state, as far as pos- 
sible, from taxation for school pur 
-poses. In my opinion the state gets 
no better return from money invested 
than from that which is appropriated 
to the maintenance of the public 
school system, and particularly from 
that portion paid to the great body ot 
earnest men aud women engaged in 
instructing the youth in the various 
educational 
institutions 
throughout 


the state. 


Roads. 


Among the many desirable reforms 


which have been promised to the peo- 
ple, and which they are anxious to see 
realized, is that of the improvement 
of the roads and highways of the state 
and a more generous policy in pro- 
moting their construction. To this 
end more liberal appropriations have 
been widely discussed aud generally 
recommended. We should go on with 
the good work so that every county 
may appreciate the benefit of it and 
every township profit by the example. 
I most heartily recommend the setting

with the framing of a uew act which 
will more lully protect and safeguard 
the deposits 01 our people. Such act 
should provide that officers aud direc- 
tors in financial institutions shall be 
held legally responsible for any of 
their acts in violation of law and 
should lix more definitely the respon- 
sibility of all persons connected with 
the management of such institutions, 
so that the people shall have the very 
best protection that tbe law can afford. 


Capitol Corruption. 


I now most earnestly recommend 


that the entire matter of the charges 
of corruption aud dishonesty iu build- 
ing of new state capitol be investigated 
and that a joint special committee of 
the senate and house be appointed, 
with the fullest powers possible to 
subooeua witnesses and send for books 
aud papers, for the purpose of making 
a thorough examination of the entire 
subject. 
If investigation develops 


that there has been any fraud com- 
mitted or that the state has been 
wronged by any collusion, then every 
effort should be made to have the 
guilty parties indicted and punished. 
If it should develop that the suspected 
persons or any others have overcharg- 
ed the state in the furnishing of sup- 
plies or materials, that payments for 
work have been duplicated or that the 
state has been charged with aud has 
paid for work not done, civil suits also 
bs commenced and the defendants 
compelled to make restitution.

According to all the banking 
bouses of the south and west he is one 
of the richest men iu the south, having 
made his millions from contracting. 


"I personally supervise all my work," 


Mr. Oliver said when asked to what tie 
ascribed his success iu the contracting 
business. '-Then, at-aiu, 1 give e\ery 
superintendent or manager engaged ou 
my work au interest iu the work. 


"Of course, the Panama Canai is a 


big undertaking, but it is not half as 
difficult as the contracting work 1 am 
now engaged on. The cauui is biuiply 
40 miles ot work, it is altogether and 
not scattered, as is some ol uiy work, 
from Louisiana to Virginia, aud from 
the Mississippi River to the Atlantic. 


"I'll get bu-y the minute the formal 


contract is awarded me, which should 
be within a week or so, I presume.

Much of Mr. Oliver's work has been 


<lone by negro labor. He has succeeded 
in handling this labor and in getting 
it at all tiroes better than any other 
contractor. 
He uses it as much a? 


possible and has repeatedly demon- 
strated his ability to get out all there 
is in it. 


"Any man not acquainted with the 


semi-tropical and tropical conditions 
in which men are compelled to work, 
will fail on ihe canal," Mr. Oliver be 
lieves.

< h i fTs'il in ll^.f. when Louis the Fat 
cafrie,! ilie red orillainb of St. Denis

emperor IL-ury V. This continued to 
be the o'licial French flag down to the 
battle of Auiucourt in 1415. 
In the 


meant!im> Uie bine Hag had again made 
its appearance, now decorated with the 
flpur-de-lU instead of the 
ro<es of 


Charlenngne. In this form it was car- 
ried at A'-iv and Crecy and I'oitiers. 
until in the fifteenth century it be- 
came the banner of France. 


Tbe l;,"<t white flag iu French histo- 


ry was the banner of the Virgin Mary 
borue by .loan of Arc iu her heroic 
campaigns for the defense of the dau- 
phin. A pure white Hag was occasion- 
ally uvel by Francis 1. in his struggles 
against tin; Emperor Charles V.. but 
it did ml become the permanent royal 
banner u n t i l Henry IV.. the first Bour- 
bon, a^i'i'iidcd the throne in l.'S'.J. 


The tricolor of the French revolution 


was a compromise. The cockades of 
the revolutionists were composed of 
two colors, the red of the Paris com- 
mune and the blue of the ancient mon- 
archy. In the troubled times just pre- 
ceding the deposition and execution of 
Lonis XVI.. Lafayette, to signify the 
desire of the people for a reconcilia- 
tion •with their king, added the Bour- 
bon white to the cockade. The tricolor 
as a national emblem was adopted by 
the convention iu 1794. 


Long before this, however, the tri- 


color had been the national liag of 
Holland. The Dutch were iu fact the 
first to use it. When the United Prov- 
inces gained their independence from 
Spain in the sixteenth century, accord- 
ing to a favorite old stury which can- 
not be authenticated, they invited Hen- 
ry of Xavarre to choose their colors, 
and he suggested orange, blue and 
white. Whether he selected this com- 
bination or not. such were the colors 
of Holland until some time in the sev- 
enteenth century, when the orange was 
replaced by red. When William of 
Orange became king of England in 
1G!)8 
he crossed the channel under the 


red, white and blue. 


The early inhabitants of England, 


like those of other countries, used em- 
blematic devices of one kind or an- 
other, that of the Saxons being a white 
horse. The introduction of flags into 
England is ascribed to the missionary 
St. Augustine and his followers, who 
after the conversion of Kiug EUielbert, 
according to the Venerable Bede. en- 
tered Canterbury in procession, chant- 
ing and bearing small banners. 


Since the fourteenth century the cross 


of St. George has been the emblem of 
the British nation. Before that time it 
was worn on the armor by the cru- 
saders, among whom it came to be 
known as the "jack." 
During the 


bloody civil wars of the Qfteenth cen- 
tury it was practically superseded by 
tbe roses, white and red, and in 160G 
by proclamation of James I. it was 
finally replaced by a red flag with the 
Jack In tbe upper inside corner. The 
red standard of Great Britain did not 
attain its present form, however, until 
after the union witb Ireland in 18<»1. 
By parliamentary enactment iu 1801 
the present union jack was brought 
into being by tbe addition of tbe cross 
of St. Patrick. 


Waving flags are said to have been 


first brought to Spain by the Saracens. 
The present Spanish colors, red and 
yellow, came from the old shields of 
Castile and Aragon. 


The Austrian black and yellow were 


the colors of the Holy Unuian Empire. 
They were adopted, so the story goes. 
by Frederick Barbarossa. whose fancy 
was captured at a ceremony in Mainz 
by tlie black and gold flooring of the 
ball- 


The crescent was originally tin- spe- 


cial mark of Constantinople, whore for 
centuries it was used as a Christian 
syroJ'ol. There it was that tlie Turks 
first found it when they captured the 
city an 1453. 
Even today It may be 


found side by side with the cro«s on 
the churches in Mo<scow and other 
Russian cities, where it is used tt» indi- 
cate Ihe Byzantine origin of the Rus- 
sian faith.—New York Tribune.
